Response to Amendment 



Applicant's arguments filed On 3/17/2004 regarding the rejection of the claims 1-11, 32-35 under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant's attempt to distinguish the claims from 
prior art is based on noting the lack of a teaching of "the security algoriyhm performing cryptographic operations 
in audio data transmission in at least one direction between the first telephony client and the sound card". This 
feature was found to be taught by Kavsan, where a cryptographic service software is situated in kernel space of an 
operating system. Kavsan service software allows to encrypt signals (i.e. audio, video and /or data) at the driver 
level , such as at the modem port, video card or disk drive, etc., col. 3, lines 17-29. Applicant's argument regarding 
lack of a motive to combine the references is not persuasive. 
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
